Beef for 5,000 People 
Roasted by Electricity 
A new und unusual application of 
electric heating was made recently 
when electrically barbecued beef was 
served to five thousand people at the 
annual round up and celebration ut 
Ephrata, Washington. 
We learn from 
Electrical 
World 
that 
four 
steers 
weighing about two thousand pounds 
each were dressed and prepared for 
the barbecue and roasted In a large 
electrically-heated pit built especially 
for the occasion. 
The Improvised oven 
was 32 feet long, 4 feet wide and 
6 feet deep. 
Twelve heating elements 
each of 3 kilowatt capacity and con 
slstlng of about 150 feet of No. 14 Iron 
wire were placed one foot above the 
bottom of the p it 
Sheet-Iron heat de­ 
flectors were placed one foot above 
the beating elements, and a foot and 
a 
half 
above 
the 
deflectors 
were 
placed Iron bars to hold the beef. 
Thermostatic control was provided to 
maintain an even bent In the pit. 
The meat was first roasted at a tem 
porature of 550 degrees for two hours. 
The heat was then reduced to 350 de­ 
grees and maintained at this point for 
four hours. 
For the next six hours 
the temperature runged from 250 de­ 
grees to 300 degrees. 
At midnight the 
meat had been roosting for twelve 
hours, and the temperature was then 
reduced to 200 degrees and held thete 
for twelve hours until the time of the 
barbecue.

Not only In the Mediterranean re 
glon, but also along the western coast 
of America there grow freely tall 
handsome spikes of blue-white or yel 
low flowers that form entrancing bits 
of color in the landscape during the 
season for blossoming, and are not in­ 
frequently used as a garden flower. 
It Is the lupin, which belongs to the 
family of leguminous vegetables to 
which mankind owes so much, and 
which includes beans and peas as well 
as peanuts. 
As In other member* of the family 
the fruit of the lupin consist* of 
seed-bearing pods, but no attempt has 
been made to use them either for for­ 
age or for human food until recently. 
It Is now announced that by a German 
process, the Pohl method of extraction, 
said to he quite Inexpensive, the seeds 
can be made to yield an uncommonly 
high percentage of albumen, which, 
added to rye or other flour, makes an 
extremely nutritious food. 
This new broad Is likewise admi­ 
rably fitted to form ,part of a diet of 
certain 
(presumably 
diabetic) 
pa­ 
tients because of tho small amount of 
starch it contains.—Literary Digest.

Albumen From the Lupin 
Seed Makes Good Food 
Not only in the Mediterranean re­ 
gion, but also along the western coast I ties and less of rights and privileges, 
of America 
there grow freely tall, 
handsome spikes of blue-white or yel­ 
low flowers that form entrancing bit* 
of color in the landscape during the 
season for blossoming, and are not in­ 
frequently used as a garden flower.

As in other members of the family 
the fruit of tile lupin consists of 
seed-bearing pods, but no attempt has 
been made to use them either for for­ 
age or for human food until recently.

will be at the disposal of 148 farmer 
owning more than 800 dairy cows. 
These sires were placed with the 
farmers in the spirit of helpfulness 
and 
without cost to the 
farmers 
They were purchased by the banker 
and business men who donated 
OOO for tile purpose of buying then 
and were distributed to the farmer 
at Brainerd on May IO. 
No one who 
was present on that occasion will 
doubt the interest and enthusiasm 
of the men who put up the money 
or the appreciation of the farmers 
who are to benefit. 
This plan of helping the farmer 
help himself is as novel as it is new 
in the Northwest. No other commun­ 
ity has undertaken to promote bet 
ter dairying in just this manner and 
the experiment is attracting more 
than ordinary attention. It grew out 
t»f the keen desire of the busine? 
men of Brainerd to actually do some­ 
thing worth while to improve the 
agriculture of their county, and the 
cooperation of the farmers indicates 
their eagernes to take advantage of 
an exceptional opportunity.

New York, June IO.— This country lacks an outstanding equine champion 
to match against Kpinard, when the great French thoroughbred crosses the 
Atlantic for a series of three races this fall. 
A season that held so much of promise in St. James, Sarazeu, Wise (Coun­ 
sellor, Mad Play and Ordinance has failed to produce 
a horse worthy of carry­ 
ing the silks of America against Pierre Wertheimer's flyer. 
True, Plack Gold may yet establish himself as the year's wonder horse. 
The victory of this popular western colt at Churchill Downs makes him, at 
present, first choice for the second of the match races, which will ice at a 
mile and a quarter, tile Derby route. 
Hut Plack Gold, despite the enthusiasm of western horse men, is looked 
upon as the lucky best of a spring that, brought little but misfortune to crack 
colts, whose aristocratic hoofs had promised to drum out new turf history.
